Doctors Say there Is No Fault W ith 
the Vaccine 
M atter 
but 
Many 
Children Have Never Been Inno­ 
v a te d Before and So Are More 
Affected. 


It has been suggested th at the vac­ 
cine virus used in Janesville this year 
bas produced worse results than usual, 
Many of the “ victims” are kept from 
work and a few are confined to bed. 
Is it the fault of the vaccine m atter? 
Several doctors who were recently in­ 
terviewed 
by 
a 
Gazette 
reporter 
said no. 
“ The fact th at to many are sick is 
because they have never been vacci­ 
nated before,’’said one physician, “ It 
has been ten years since the last scare 
and many have allowed their children 
to grow up w ithout innccalation. The 
only serious cases I have seen are 
where the subject has never before 
been vaccinated.” 
There can hardly be any fault found 
with the vaccine m atter, foi all th at 
is used in Janesville comes from the 
best 
farm 
in 
the 
country, the 
Beeson place r e tr Fond du Lac. 
This 
is divided in o the farm proper and 
the hospital or operating headquart­ 
ers. 
The farm is situated four miles 
from the city. 
There are one hundred 
bead of cattle there now, and Dr. Bee 
son keeps buying and celling and 
trading the year round. 
The operat­ 
ing departm ent is in Fond du Lac. 
Three long sheds and a big stable fur­ 
nish ample quarters for thirty head of 
cattle. 
The process of raising the 
vaccine is simple. 
A healthy cow is 
taken to an operating room strung iD 
a “ rack” and her feet hobbled. 


Cow Shaved und P u n c tu re d . 
The operator trim s the hair from 
the cow’s flanks w ith a pair fo shears 
gives the victim a fine shave then he 
produces several large “ points” and 
vaccinates the shaved parts in six 
places, three on a side. 
The anim al 
is then led out and placed in a Etal 
w ith a neck yoke on, so th a t the sore 
parts cannot be reached. 
The cow 
bas been vaccinated, a: d the progress 
of the sore is very much the same as 
in the case of a human being. 
On 
about che eighth day it has reached 
m aturity, and the cow is taken back 
to the operating room. 
She is strung 
in the “ rack” the scabs removed, anc 
the raw places carefully washed. 
In 
a short time the lymph exudes and 
small boy seated on a stool begins the 
work of m aking vaccine “ points 
These points are of ivory and the lac 
t imply lays the point on the raw sur 
face and then deftly turns it and 
places it in a small rack, point up, to 
allow it to dry. 
Heeaon E xam ine* E very Cow. 
From 1,500 to 2,000 point i are usu 
ally obt-iined from a cow. 
When the 
operation is concluded the cow is tak 
eo to the long shed and placed in a 
stall to allow the sores to heal, which 
they do very rapidly. 
A fter the cow 
is thoroughly well she Is taken back 
to the farm either sold or used for 
dfciry purpon s. 
The main thiDg is 
to be careful to secure none but 
healthy cows and never to use the 
virus uoless the results are good. Dr. 
Beeson personally examines every cow 
before she is operated upon and visits 
ail his bovine patients twice a day 
while they are sick. 
Cleanliness and

IS IN DISGRACE.

Worried By His W ife’s Teasing For a 
Seal Skin Coat, He Steals a Costly 
Wrap From Mrs. Piper— Confesses 
W hen Arrested and Is Discharged 
From the Force. 


Edward T. M atthews, who went 
from Janesville four years ago to take 
a position on the Chicago police force, 
has come to grief. 
Until last night he 
was attached to the Desplaines street 
station, and was 
doing duty on the 
patrol wagon. 
He is now locked up 
in a cell at that station a confessed 
thief, dishonorably discharged from 
the police force. 
Matthews’ downfall 
is the most sensational event that has 
occurred in w est side police circles for 
some months. The history of the crime 
to 
which he has confessed and the 
work of 
detectives in fastening the 
guilt upon him bear some resemblance 
to mysteries unraveled by “ sleuths'* of 
fiction. 
The theft was committed more than 
a year ago. 
The article stolen was a 
valuable sealskin coat belonging to 
Mrs. R. J. Piper, w ife of Dr. Piper, ex­ 
city physician. 
Dr. 
Piper has been 
unceasii g in his efforts to recover the 
garment. 
He suspected Officer Mat­ 
thews from the beginning, and in try­ 
ing to secure proof of the truth of his 
suspicions he has spent $1,000 and had 
five detectives in his employ. 
L eading Up to th e T h eft. 
Dr. Piper is determined, since Mat­ 
thew s is in the toils, he shall not es­ 
cape punishment after the worry and 
expense he has caused. 
Dr. and Mrs. 
Piper lived in the same flat w ith Offi­ 
cer M atthews, and Mrs. M atthews and 
Mrs. Piper got the seal ski", cloak 
fever about the same time. 
Dr. Piper 
yielded and bought his wife a $300 
garment at Shayne’s. 
Two months 
later Dr. and Mrs. Piper were awak­ 
ened by a violent pounding on their 
bedroom door. 
It was Mrs. 
Mat­ 
thews. 
“ Oh! doctor,*’ said she, “ I left the 
rear door open last night. 
Get up 
and 6ee if someone hasn’t come in 
during the night and stolen Mrs. Pi 
per’s sealskin coat. 
Search showed that there was noth­ 
ing missing but Mrs. Piper’s new fur 
wrap. 
Dr. 
Piper notified Inspector 
Shea and paid the board and other 
expenses of one of the inspector s best 
detectives for several months, but no 
trace of the missing coat was found. 
Then private detectives were hired 
and they in turn failed. 
Chief Mc- 
Claughry wail appealed to and M at­ 
thew s was brought before the trial 
board. 
Alderman Gosselin and others 
vouched for his integrity and the 
charge was dismissed. 
But Dr. Piper was sure Officer Mat­ 
thew s knew about the cloak. 
Officers 
finally learned that there was a lady's 
valuable coat for sale in a cigar store 
under Bricklayers’ hall, owned by a 
man named Hoy. 
Follow ing women 
who went to try on the coat they 
learned that they had been sent to 
the store by a police officer. 
Early Thursday morning the coat 
was sold. 
Then the police put Hoy 
in the sweat box and made him admit 
that the cloak was brought to his 
store by Matthews. 
Matthews was 
next seen and broke down completely. 
It is probable Mrs. Matthews w ill be 
charged w ith 
being an accessory. 
M atthews’ friends and the police are 
of the opinion that her love of fine 
dress caused his ruin. 
Chicago detectives were in Janes­ 
ville last summer investigating the 
case. 
Before leaving Janesville Mat­ 
thew s ran the restaurant now owned 
by H. D. Watson. 
He also worked 
for a time as driver for W.

There is need of 
more common 
sense in the wq,rk of the county board. 
Resolutions referring to the future ac­ 
tions, duties or powers of committees 
cr officers should be more carefully 
considered. 
Had such consideration 
been given the Mayhew resolution re­ 
lating to the payment of 
the poor 
farm, a special meeting of the board 
would hare been avoided. 
Supervisor 
Mayhew, while sincere in his motives, 
could not have fully considered the ef­ 
fect of that resolution. 
Had he fully 
understood its scope he would hardly 
have pressed it, and considerable ex­ 
pense could have been saved. 
Had this resolution laid over for one 
day under a standing rule its mean 
ing would have been discovered and 
the board would have killed it. 
The 
same thing is true of the resolulion 
adopted at the January session relat­ 
ing to purchasing the supplies.

tofore 
the board has 
appointed a 
county agent, either the treasurer or 
county clerk, with authority to pro­ 
cure all necessary supplies as wanted. 
The new resolution appointed a special 
committee of tv o supervisors to act 
with the county clerk.

In the absence of any intimation of 
fraud or extravagance this resolution 
was uncalled for, and instead of prov­ 
ing an economical measure w ill be 
one of the expensive and u nw ieldy 
red tape ways of procuring supplies 
for the county. 
The simple mileage 
of but one member of this county- 
agent triumvirate 
frequently costs 
the county more than all the supplies 
purchased at the meeting of the com­ 
mittee. 
Hardly a day passes without 
a demand for a meeting of this im­ 
portant county purchasing committee, 
and the resolution must either be 
willfully violated or the county put to 
the expense of the 
assembling of 
three men to purchase a gross of steel 
pens or a dozen of lead pencils. 
All mistakes or blunders in county 
legislation can be easily removed by a 
rule requiring all resolutions to lay 
over one day. 
This would extend the 
sessions of the board possibly a day 
longer, 
but 
the extra time could 
be profitably spent in the considera­ 
tion of business.
